housed the Town Crier office until 
a fire damaged the building in 
February. Also on the map for a 
possible taking is the town parking 
lot. 

Though some held the private 
view that the MBTA would act first 
and explain later, selectmen di- 
rected the town manager to send a 
letter of inquiry to railroad 
officials. They also suggested a 
joint meeting with the MBTA to 
review thcir plans,

Sclecumen must then notify each 
school committecman of the im- 
pending action and offer him a 
chance to resign within five days. 
After that, Wilmington citizens will 
vote for or against the recall in a 
special election. 

Ward said that if a committce 
member chooses to resign, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski would 
have to appoint somconce to fill the 
vacancy on a temporary basis, She 
explained the town would have to 
advertise for candidates to run for 
office. The candidates, she added, 
could include current commit- 
tcemen targeted by the recall, who 
could conceivably run and be 
elected to office again.

Wilmington selectmen unanimou- 
ly approved a residential tax rate of 
$8.43 per thousand and a com- 
mercial/industrial rate of $15.87 
per thousand for fiscal 1989 at a tax 
classification hearing Monday 
night. Figures for fiscal 1988 came 
in at $14.37(residential) and $22.86 
(commercial/industrial) 

In addition, the board went along 
with a recommended shift from 
residential to commercial/indus- 
trial property of 36 percent. With- 
out the shift, the overall tax rate 
would have been $11.67 per 
thousand. 

Principal Assessor Anthony 
Krzeminski told sclectmen this is 
the seventh year the town is 
classifying the tax rate. The change 
was first introduced in 1983 with 
the coming of Proposition 2 1/2 to 
help communitics with substantial 
industrial properties shift some of 
the tax burden away from the 
homeowner. 

Following a recent re-evaluation 
of Wilmington property, Krzemin- 
ski said the average home in town 


Town won't 
drop sludge 
consultant yet 


Town Manag tapezynski 
warned-selecimen Monday that 
despite the fact that Wilmington has 
been dropped from the MWRA's 
list of sludge processing facilities, 
Wilmington couldn't afford to 
“drop the ball” in fighting the plant. 

Stapezynski explained that even 
though the Massachusetts Water 
Resource Authority narrowed the 
list of possible sites from 10 to five, 
Wilmington could still be added 
back to the list by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 

Eliminated from consideration 
along with Wilmington last weck 
were sites in Lynn and Deer Island 
and two sites in Walpole. 

Stapczynski reported that MWRA 
Director Paul Levy was impressed 
with Wilmington's th legislators 
who, he said, were "very aggres- 
sive” in their campaign against 
using the Wilmington site on 
Andover Street, Also praised for 
their effectiveness were members 
of the Sludge Siting Task Force. 

According to the town manager, 
the task force still has plans to hire 
a consultant to research the project 
and continue the fight.The next 
meeting of the sludge task force is 
Thursday evening at Town Hall

very equitable and we've been 
having a stable rate," Krzeminski 
added. 

As part of the process, all figures 
must now be approved by the 
Department of Revenue before 
being added to tax bills, which are 
expected to go out mid-October. 

It was mentioned that new as- 
sessments are available in the 
assessor's office this week. Resi- 
dents will have 30 days from the 
date tax bills are mailed to apply 
for an abatement if they wish to 
appeal 

Krzeminski noted that those who 
have paid a visit to his office were 
“astonished” not so much at house 
valucs but at the value of their land 
When some residents questioned 
what industry is doing for them, 
Krzeminski said he told them 
industries picked up $400 for every 
residential tax bill last year. With 
over 5,000 residential propertics, 
he said, "that's pretty significant." 
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went up 70 percent in value since 
the last evaluation three years ago. 
With the split, the average resi- 
dential property this year will have 
a one percent increase which 
means, said Krzeminski, that the 
average home will remain "pretty 
much status quo.” 

Krzeminski told sclectmen that 
with the shift, for example, the 
owner of an average home worth 
$93,000 in 1988 would have paid 
$1,336 in taxes. That same home, 
which would be worth $160,000 in , 
1989, would sce the owner paying 
$1,348 in taxes. 

Krzeminski felt. Wilmington's 
figures arc in line with neighboring 
communitics. Billerica, for in- 
stance, has a tax rate of $9.33 
(residential) and $18.35 (commer- 
cial/industrial). Tewksbury has a 
tax rate of $15.40 (residential) and 
$21.92 (commercial/industrial), he 
said.

Selectmen refuse to 
include warrant article

A request to have Wilmington 
sclectmen sponsor an article to 
include take-out food establish- 
ments as restaurants under high 
density zoning was denied over- 
whelmingly by the selectmen 
Monday night 

Selectman Michael McCoy, the 
proprictor of Michael's Place, 
asked his board to sponsor a defini- 
tion change in the zoning bylaws. 
He explained that in his view and 
that of other restaurant owners, any 
place which "prepares food to be 
served at a sit down or take-out 
establishment should be defined as a 
restaurant. He said by bringing the 
article before voters, he only hoped 
to correct a "flaw" in the bylaws. 
Since the warrant has already 
closed for petition articles, the only 
way McCoy could get the article to 
be considered for the November 
special town meeting is to have the 
backing of his board. 

Selectmen told McCoy such a 
request of his own board places 
selectmen in a conflict of interest 
situation and would be treading on 
"dangerous" ground 

"I see this (article) as an opportu- 
nity for you to limit competition,” 
Chairman Jim Stewart said. The 
whole issue, he added, was "a ma- 
jor, significant conflict of interest." 

“I wouldn't do it if it affected a 
competitor down the road,” 


countered McCoy, who stressed the 
article is not intended to hurt 
current businesses, 

McCoy explained that he felt it 
was only fair that other estab- 
lishments go through the red tape 
and the process that he and other 
restaurateurs had to go through. 

If the definition change were to 
go through, anyone planning a 
take-out business would have to go 
to town meeting to zone their 
property for high density. Cur- 
rently, those types of businesses are 
allowed in a general business zone, 

Some sclectmen, like Bob Dou- 
cette, felt Wilmington is already 
too restrictive as far as restaurants 
go. Doucette explained that one 
advantage McCoy has over a 
take-out business is an opportunity 
to make more profits with his 
seating capacity of 100 and his 
liquor license. 

Stewart questioned the article's 
ramifications, saying it might not 
only limit future business growth 
but prevent current owners from 
selling their businesses, 

McCoy said he had intended to 
submit the article under the dead- 
line for November's town mecting 
but was prevenicd by the loss of his 
brother, Sclectmen suggested Mc- 
Coy obtain the required signatures 
and place his article on the annual 
town meeting warrant or call 
another meeting of his own.

“super sale

Wilmington's next school 
superintendent should be "a super 
salesman" and “a confidence 
builder” with a commitment to the 
town, according to findings of Bill 
Mahoncy of the New England 
School Development Council 
(NESDC). 

Mahoncy and other consultants 
spent last Thursday conducting a 
necds assessment survey of 62 
administrators, teachers, PAC 
members, community leaders, and 
the general public. The survey was 
part of the superintendent search to 
allow interested parties to give 
input on the needs of the current 
school system and qualities which 
the new superintendent should 
possess. Of a total 34 candidates, 12 
finalists are expected to be brought 
before the Wilmington School 
Committce at their mecting tonight 
(Wednesday). 

‘As might be expected, some of the 
comments last weck were a reflec- 
tion of the past performance of 
former superintendent Robert 
Horan, For instance, Tony Accardi 
and others favored a superin 
who could "re-establish credibility’ 
in the system. Some said the new 
superintendent has to be "very very 
open" during the budget process 
and include the staff when he 
prioritizes various department 
“wish lists." Others said the 
committce should shy away from a 
Person who needed “on the job 
taining” and, instead, seek some- 
one with ccniral office experience, 
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Many favored a person who 
would be highly visible, sensitive 
and not intimidating, possess good 
interpersonal skills and motivation 
to make tough decisions, and who 
would be accountable for his 
actions, 

Chairman Michael (Doc) Thomas 
noted that the next superintendent 
will have to work to build a better 
relationship with the faculty, 
especially in the arca of grievances. 
Thomas said that, in the past, 
problems which should have been 
dealt with weren't and the problems 
grew. Most of the committce 
agreed grievances should be given 
“prompt and fair treatment.” 

When those involved in the sur- 
vey were asked to name concerns 
which should face the next 
superintendent, transportation and 
curriculum were high on the list. 
Budget concerns were addressed as 
@ separate issue.In that arca, some 
people maintained the committee 
should seck somcone with business 
experience. 

Mahoney said many questioned 
the school policy of 100 percent 
busing because so much money is 
spent in that arca, There were 
those, however, who favored the 
policy becansé of student safety, 

“There is not wnanimity on'this 
(but) there is a feeling there’is a 
beticr way to do this,” explained 
Mahoney.

Wilmington renews 
radon testing program 


The second round of radon tests 
will begin November 1, according 
to Health Director Greg Erickson. 

Erickson told the board of sclect- 
men Monday that for an estimated 
$15 to $20 fee, Wilmington resi- 
dents will be able to conduct two 
tests on their homes for the 
radioactive gas. One test would be 
for the basement and the other for 
the living area. 

Tests will be available through 
the Wilmington Board of Health 
office in town hall. 
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Priority in light of the upcoming 
accreditation of that school. 
Bridget Zukas said curriculum 
changes and the need for release 
time for teachers to prepare for the 
accreditation were valid concerns. 

Other prioritics mentioned for 
the next superintendent were the 
middle school concept and the fate 
of the sixth graders; loss of 
electives at the high school; the 
possibility of beginning an adult 
education program sponsored by 
the system; and specific areas like 
guidance, the computer program, 
and health education, 

Throughout the evening, Maho- 
ney stressed the comments should 
not be taken as criticism but as 
People's perceptions on the system 
and its leadership. He maintained 
that Wilmington has “alot of talent" 
in its staff and principals. Based on 
his own experience in education, 
Mahoney pointed out that Wil- 
mington has “a damn good school 
system” with first-rate teachers and 
students. The current deficit prob- 
lems facing the system, he added, 
should be looked on as just "a blip 
on the radar screen.” 


Selectmen support 
Deming Way 
traffic light 


Wilmington sclectmen backed a 
request for a new traffic light and 
control panel at the intersection ‘of 
Burlington Avenue and Deming 
Way and a warning device near 
Roberts Road. 

The request was made by the 
Wilmington Housing Authority and 
elderly tenants of Deming Way, 
who view the presént situation as a 
major safety issue. Tenants were 
supported by Police Chief Bobby 
Stewart and selectmen Monday 
night. It was reported the estimated 
cost of the work would be $35,000. 

Sclectmen suggested the funds be 
found to install the light as quickly 
as possible. Several options to 
obtain the funds were discussed. It 
was felt the town could either use 
money from the reserve fund, 
something which would require a 
vote of town mecting, or seek funds 
through the state, since the addition 
of 32 more units at Deming Way 


Truck exclusion 
must have 
traffic counts 


In an update on a Salem Street 
truck exclusion, Wilmington select- 
men learned that the town is 
preparing to apply to the state for 
an alternate route without including 
traffic counts from Tewksbury. In 
order to have one street in Wil- 
mington and three in Tewksbury 
approved for truck exclusions, 
traffic counts in affected areas are 
required by law. 

Selectmen Chairman Jim Stewart 
said that Tewksbury would not 
commit the manpower to do traffic 
counts unless the state gives some 
indication that their three streets 
would be included along with 
Salem Strcet as " a viable package.” 
Tewksbury has to be involved in 
the exclusion process because 
Salem Street connects to that town, 

"We are doing everything we can 
to move the process along,” con- 
firmed Stewart, 

Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said his counterpart in Tewksbury 
understands the "need and urgency" 
to move rapidly on the request 
made by Salem Street residents. 
Led by Tony Capuano of Ring 
Avenue, residents sought the 
exclusion four months ago for 
safety and public health reasons. 
Selectmen have agreed to the truck 
exclusion on a recommended 90 
day trial basis.

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Seniors protest school policies

‘A two and a half hour sit-in was 
staged by seniors at Wilmington 
High School on Monday moming to 
protest a lack of senior privileges 
and several school policies students 
claim are "unfair." 

The protest was planned a week 
before Monday's mandated assem- 
bly to explain school rules and 
regulations, Once the assembly 
concluded, students remained in the 
auditorium until they were told to 
solidify their concerns and choose 
representatives to meet with Princi- 
pal Paul Fleming, teachers, and 
parents this Friday. 

One major concern had to do with 
the practise of issuing an in-school 
suspension to students who are late 
to school four times. Seniors claim 
this policy is unfair because there is 
no differentiation between legiti- 
mate reasons for being late and less 
acceptable reasons. They say the 
suspension will look bad in their 
college records, 

Fleming maintains that punish- 
ment for excessive tardiness hasn't 
changed. He acknowledges, how- 
ever, some clarifications should be 
made so students understand that 
bona fide reasons for tardiness 
would be acceptable and would not 
count against them, 

One reason for clamping down on 
tardy students, according to Flem- 
ing, is to avoid what happened in 
the past when "coming to school on 
time was becoming a joke."

Variance 
granted for 
microwave 

antenna 


The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals on September 20 granted a 
variance to NYNEX Mobile 
Communications Inc. to place a 
microwave transmission dish four 
feet in diameter on an existing 
tower located at 625 Main Street. 
There was no opposition to-the 
proposal. 

NYNEX engineer John A. 
Williams and attorney Lawrence 
Kaplan were present to discuss the 
proposal. 

NYNEX has, in the past four 
years, so increased the capacity of 
its radio telephone transmission for 
portable telephones that it is now 
eliminating the use of telephone 
lines and cables, Williams told the 
appeals board. A serics of towers 
are to be built, or already have been 
built. The nearest one will be in 
North Andover. 

It is said communications by 
microwave will completely 
eliminate the use of telephone lines 
and cables and will result in clearer 
transmission of messages. There 
will be added reliability and the 
system will be flexible so as to 
allow for the addition of more 
circuits. 

‘The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, Williams said, has 
very strict regulations which are 
far more rigid than those of the 
United States. 

Williams explained that if the 
variance is allowed, there will be 
No more exposure to microwaves 
than there will be from a 
microwave oven more than a few 
feet away. The vote of the board 
was unanimously in favor of the 
variance. 
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newly created concept of instruc- 
tional time, With new schedules at 
the high school, instructional 
periods are set aside one day a week 
primarily to offer extra help or 
‘subject review. 

Seniors say many teachers choose 
to teach right through the period 
rather than offer extra help. They 
say time might be better spent in 
other activities or tutorial help. 
Ficming explained that there is no 
reason for a teacher not to conduct 
class if a majority of swdents are 
Present. 

Some seniors arc upset because 
there is no designated smoking area 
for those 18 or older, though an 
area is designated for teachers who 
smoke, Fleming stresses he will 
“never condone smoking nor sup- 
port a smBking area” at the school. 

As in the case with tardy students, 
administrators are getting: tough 
with students who leave school 
grounds during the day. In the out 
of bounds policy, any student found 
‘out of bounds is immediately placed 
in an in-school suspension for the 
rest of the day. The previous 
detention policy, admits Fleming, 
was only “an empty practice” and 
didn’t deter students from assem- 
bling outside the building or 
trespassing on neighbors’ property 
during the school day. 

Seniors say they would like some 
kind of a return to open campus or 
at Ieast the freedom to move outside 
during their free time. 


"hh beets like we're in a prison; 
there's too many rules,” claims 
honor student Lynn Duden. 

“We have no privileges in the 
school anymore," adds Stephanie 
Carter. Others agree. 

Fleming felt there was room for 
“collaboration” on am issue con- 
cerning the lack of bathrooms open 
during the day. Currently, two 
bathrooms are open in the school 
and are monitored by a matron and 
@ patron. Seniors say more bath- 
rooms should be made accessible 
for obvious reasons. 

Fleming told the Town Crier he 
has no objection to opening more 
bathrooms on a trial basis provided 
students accept responsibility for 
their condition. In che past, he said, 
students damaged the facilities and 
cost the system alot of money and 
abused this privilege. 

Senior class president Steve 
Cutone referred to the sit-in as an 
Opportunity "to show the faculty 
and school committee we should 
have some say in the school.” 

"Basically we just wanted to be 
heard,” agreed Duden. 

Cutone was one of the leaders 
who helped organize seniors during 
the protest. He praised Fleming for 
his willingness “to listen to our 
ideas" and for giving students a 
chance to present a list of 
approximately ten concerns at the 
end of the week. 

"We can't really fight each other 
and point fingers. The only way we 


ConCom reviews 
wetland restoration

Restorations to correct an 
outstanding wetlands violation on 
the Ainsworth Road property of 
Robert Corey were viewed last 
week by members of the Wilming- 
ton Conservation Commission. 

Members were asked by 
environmental consultant Paul 
Lindholm to review the site and 
issue a certificate of compliance so 
Corey can move ahead with plans to 
develop his property. According to 
Conservation Administrator Libby 
Sabounjian, Corcy expects to file a 
sabdivision plan sdon ‘on his 
commercially zoned site. 

At their meeting last Wednesday, 
commissioners learned that debris 


had been removed from the area, 
two ends of the wetlands were 
opened to a nearby pond, and 
topsoil and vegetation were added 
to the arca over the summer to 
comply with an order of conditions 
issued by the board. The work was 
completed approximately two years 
after the order was first issued for 
the plan to restore. 

Sabounjian noted her commission 
has had involvement with Corey's 
property since 1967. Part of that 
involvement was civil action taken 
by the commission and town against 
Corey and a resulling negotiated 
settlement to fix. the, violation. 

Commissioners will consider is- 
suing the certificate of compliance 
at their October 5 mecting. 


Canal preservation asked

Several concerns over the 
preservation of the historic Mid- 
dlesex Canal promptcd Chestnut 
Sweet resident Betty Bigwood to 
pay an informal visit to the Wil- 
mington Conservation Commission 
last Wednesday. 

Bigwood told members she 
needed their help with sketching 
Out a preservation and public access 
easement to the canal on two lots at 
the end of Bridge Lane. She also 
outlined two other problems, 

Bigwood is a member of the non- 
profit Middlesex Canal Association 
and in the forefront of a move to 
preserve the canal and create an 
historic park with public access for 
public enjoyment. She said last 
weck that developer Mark Smith 
agreed to gtant the access by 
Bridge Lane, Bigwood told the 
board she felt since the whole 
situation fell under their authority 
relative to preserving open space 
she would ask for their guidance in 
locating the easement. The board 
agreed to work with Bigwood to 
oe where the easement would 


‘Bigwood also asked for help to 
stop erosion to the berm side of the 
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lots in the Chestnuts 
Estates subdivision.She explained 
that following a site visit, she found 
a deep trench was running from a 
wier into the canal, causing 
erosion. Conservation Administra- 
tor Libby Sabounjian suggested 
they ask the engincer about his 
intentions and plans to remedy the 
problem, 

A third problem concerned the 
Tennessce Gas Company's plans to 
install longer pipes parallel to the 
old 12 inch pipe by Butters Row. 
Bigwood explained that though 
Tennessce Gas agreed to restore 
any part of the canal it disturbs, she 
had the feeling the company was 
trying to avoid restoring both’ the 
towpath and bermssides of the 
canal. 

"I nced your assistance to give me 
some clout,” she said. 

Commissioners said they would 
send a letter in support of full 
restoration, providing there is no 
detrimental effect to the wetlands. 

Before she left Bigwood said she 
appreciated the efforts of deve- 
lopers like Smith, who help 
preserve the canal, and like Joe 
Langone, who value the canal’s 
perkcot Boy and oiey it up in their 
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can get anything done is to work 
together,” Cutone said. 

Librarian Beverly Shea is one 
faculty member who favors a joint 
mecting of teachers and seniors to 
iron out problems and discuss 
controversial issues.

State providing $50,000 
for Long Pond design

Tewksbury's Long Pond project 
will take another step forward on 
Thursday with the presentation of a 
check to the town for $50,000 to 
fund a design study of the pond. 

State Senator Pat McGovern will 
present the check to Town Manager 
David Cressman tomorrow at 9:30 
a.m., on the shoreline off Pond 
Street. Rep. Jim Miceli will also be 
‘on hand for the presentation, along 
with various officials from state 
and town agencies. 

Spokesman Peter O'Neil of the 
state Department of Environmental 
Management said a feasability study 
of the pond has been completed, 
and the $50,000 will be used by the 
town to study what should be built 
on Long Pond, and how much the 
future work will cost. 

O'Neil said the town beach, boat 
ramp, and possible dredging of 
Long Pond will be considered in 
the design study, and that DEM will 
offer technical support to the town.

The options for Long Pond being 
considered include a town beach 
with a parking area, a boat ramp on 
Pond Suet, and possible dredging 
of the bottom to remove muck and 
increase the depth of the pond in 
some places, Other dredging may 
be needed to cut back heavy weed 
growth in the pond.

The effects of major construction projects in Boston, 
the central artery north projéct, the depression of the 
central artery, and construction of the third harbor 
tunnel, are now being felt in the suburban communities 
surrounding Boston. 

News broke this week that the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority (MBTA) may be planning to 
take the North Wilmington depot and other businesses by 
eminent domain for the purpose of constructing a 
400-space parking lot for train commuters. According 
to state Rep. Jim Miceli, the 'T' is eying Elia's Country 
Store, the new J's Deli adjacent to that, Selectman Bob 
Doucette's Shell gas station, and the depot, which served 
as the Town Crier office until hit by fire in February. 
Chapter 161-A gives the MBTA eminent domain powers. 

This action would be in anticipation of the trio of 
Boston construction projects, which will decrease 
parking spaces in the Hub and reduce city driving to a 
game of bumper cars. The MBTA has initiated what 
spokesman Petcr Diamond describes as "an agressive 
program to improve commuter rail service and expand 
parking wherever and whenever possible." 

Miceli has been quick to attack the proposal. 
Confirming that it is one piece of the MBTA's "grand 
plan" to prepare for the Boston artery project, Miccli 
predicted that ‘a commuter parking lot of this size would 
create "massive traffic," just when congestion in the area 
has been improved through the recent addition of traffic 
lights at High Street and at Fedcral Street. 

Though MBTA officials would not confirm the 
possiblity of a land taking in Wilmington, it would go 
hand-in-hand with their plans for increased service. 
Spokesman Diamond said that a total of 107 new train 
coaches are being put into scrvice on all of the 11 
commuter rail lines, with another 54 coaches on order. 
The 'T’ has even gone so far as to ask for bids on new 
double decker train cars to help with the increased 
ridership. 

MBTA suburban parking facilitics are something new, 
but they're beginning to appear everywhere. A 1,000 
space facility is planned for-Saugus commuters, with 
similar facilities under construction in Lynn and Salem. 
But for North Wilmington, a 400-space parking 
extravaganza would seem to be overkill. 

The businesses in question are established, and even 
historical. Elia’s is a classic, small town market that 
preserves a special flavor that has dissappearcd in the 
modern, rush, hustle and bustle world. If you want a 
head of lettuce and some tomatoes without the noise of 
what is On sale at aisle 27, Elia's is the place for you. As 
for the depot, we arc biased but justified in pointing to its 
historical significance. Constructed in 1912, the present 
depot replaced an original which had served passengers 
from that very location since the 1850's. 

The other businesses might lack history, but not 
customers, who would certainly prefer commerce to a 
couple of acres of black asphalt. Any ‘T’ plan that would 
flatten an entire business section of town is unreasonable, 
as it forces this community to pay the price for a giant 
public works project some twenty miles away. 

Ironically, local developer Steve Lawrenson made a 
proposal recently that would have improved parking for 
the commuter rail while at the same time improving 
public safety. If it were reconsidered by the town, and 
somehow examined by the MBTA, it's a suggestion that 
still has merits. 

Lawrenson sponsored an article at the 1988 annual 
town meeting in Wilmington that would have transfered 
a parking cascment that the town maintains on 
Lawrenson's property adjacent to Route 62. The 
easement would have been transfered to his land at the 
rear of Jefferson Road. Parking at that location is 
plentiful, and if the commuter rail stopped there instead 
of at the depot, the train would spend less time blocking 
Route 62 traffic. There have been concerns regarding 
emergency vehicles coming down Route 62 just as the 
train is taking passengers; and in an emergency, every 
minute can be precious. 

‘Unfortunately, Lawrenson's article was withdrawn at 
town mecting amidst legal objections from town counsel. 
Now might be the time for a meeting with the "T’ and 
town officials to resubmit Lawrenson’s plan as a viable 
altemative to any giant MBTA parking lot.

Four difficult questions ...

Voters in Massachusetts will have a lot to do.on November 8. 
Along with helping to decide who shall become the next President 
of the United States, Bay State voters also have a few questions to be 
considered. 

At the bottom of the Massachusetts ballot on November 8, there 
will be (at least) four referendums, dealing with widely divergent 
subjects, All four are controversial -- some more than others -- and 
voters need to take a long, hard look at each of the four issues. 

Herewith is an overview of the four issues. In the weeks before the 
election, the Town Cricr will deal with each of the four topics in 
more depth. But for now, here's what will need to be decided: 

Question #1 -- Do you approve of a salary increase for certain 
state officials which was approved by the House of Representatives 
and the Senate on May 20, 1987? 

This pay increase amounted to a 37 percent raise for members of 
the Legislature and certain )constitutional; officers ofithe state, and 
faised their salarics equal to the compounded percentage increase of 
the salaries of full-time state employees under union agreements. 
Future increases allowed by state employee unions would be added 
to these salaries, without any vote needed. Also, those members of 
the Legislature chairing committees and in positions of leadership 
receive an additional sum, up to $35,000. 

A yes vote would approve the pay raise; a no vote repeals it. 

Question #2 -- Repeal the prevailing wage law? 

Under current state law, any persons employed in the construction 
of public works shall be paid no less than the wages paid locally 
under collective bargaining agreements or by the municipality, In 
short, any contractor hired by a municipal agency must be paid the 
prevailing union wage rate. 

A yes vote would repeal the prevailing wage laws; a no vote 
would keep them in place. 

Question #3 -- Do you support laws requiring the humane 
treatment of farm animals? 

This newly proposed law would require the Commissioner of the 
Department 6f Food and Agriculture to issue regulations to insure 
that farm animals are treated without cruelty. Also, a Scientific 
Advisory Board on Farm Animal Welfare would be set up to look at 
current animal agricultural practices and will make non-binding 
recommendations to the Commissioner. 

A yes vote would bring the new state regulations; a no vote would 
leave the current system in place. 

Question #4 -- Should electric generation in the Commonwealth 
that produces nuclear wastes be stopped? . 

A proposed law would require that any electricity producing plant 
that generates nuclear waste be stopped from doing so as of July 4, 
1989. There are currently two nuclear reactors in Massachusetts: 
Yankee Rowe and Pilgrim Nuclear. These two reactors produce.a 
combined 4.5 billion kilowatt hours of electricity, and employ over 
1,000 workers. While Pilgrim has been shut down for two years, 
the Yankee Rowe plant remains in operation. 

A yes vote would literally shut down the two reactors; a no vote 
would allow the two to continue. 

As mentioned, these four questions are clouded by controversy 
and will be difficult ones to decide. Other referenda, such as local 
and county issues, may appcar on the ballot, but these four questions 
will be placed before all Massachusetts voters. Three new sets of 
law, and an existing pay raise, all hinge on the voters’ decison. 

In cdming wecks, the Town Cricr will attempt to further outline 
the arguments, both pro and con, surrounding each of these four 
issues, but the final decision, as always, will rest with you, the voter.

Woodsman spare that tree 

During two weeks of September this paper published pictures 
of the damages caused by the September 1938 hurricane. Some 
of those pictures can be said to carry a message to today's 
readers. 

‘The Larry Cushing home on Jones Avenue was damaged when 
several pine trees fell on it. Larry Jr., also known as "Snookie,” 
had a close call. Two years old at the time, he was in an upstairs 
bedroom when the trees came through the roof. 

Grove Avenue, also in Wilmington was shown after some 
person had cut a roadway through the fallen pine trees. Other 
photos which were available and not used showed houses off 
Grove Avenue with pine trees resting upon them. 

Those pines had a good reason for falling. 

Someone years ago had cut pine trees in order that a home may 
be built, in which Larry and his family later lived. Someone, 
too, had cut trees along Grove Avenue, to wide the road, and to 
build homes in the area. 

Oak trees, to name another species, have roots that go down 
into the soil. Oak trees are able to withstand gales of wind 
because, as the poet says, they are firmly anchored. 

Pine trees, on the other hand, have no “anchor" going down 
into the soil. Instead, the roots of pine trees spread out, and 
interlocked, one with the other. If no trees have been cut the 
Pines will each support the other; and rjqne! will! fall. (Thpiry 
strength is in the mutual support they give to each other. = 

Both along Grove Avenue, and at the home of Larry Cushing” 
pine trees had been cut. There was no mutual strength from 
interlocking roots. 

In fact every pine tree on the Cushing property was blown- 
down by the September 1938 hurricane. It was quite a disaster- 
for Larry.

Planning Board is still 
wrestling with roadway 
in North Tewksbury

A proposed relief road in North 

Tewksbury, which will send North 

Street industrial and communter 

traffic directly to Interstate 495, is 

still up in the air after two years of 
negotiations. 


‘The road is planned to run along 
the rear of a 34 acre parcel of land, 
owned by JDC Group of North 
Reading, and the Tewksbury Plan- 
ning Board has been working with 
JDC. and state and federal traffic 
authorities on the roadway. 

‘The state is involved because one 
end of the road would enter Route 
133 (Andover Suet), which is a 
state road, The federal government 
is involved because that same end of 
the road would be within the legal 
boundary of 1-495. 

Under an agreement between JDC 
Group of North Reading, owners 
of the property, and the Tewksbury 
Planning Board, formal plans and a 
funding scheme would be readied 
when the third of the five industrial 
lots is approved. 

A Susse Chalet motor inn with an 
accessory use restaurant was given 
planning board approval on one lot, 
JDC's Apple Hill Executive Office 
Park was approved for another, 
and the Marriott Hotel company 
this week received board of appeals 
approval for a “residents' inn" for a 
third lot. No plans have been given 

» yet for the two remaining lots. 

Marriott has not yet gone before 
the planning board for a site plan 
special permit, but it soon will, and 
that means the road agreement must 
now be prepared. 

At present, the road will be used 
only as an emergency access in case 
of fire, but plans are being readied 
to pave the entire half-mile of road. 

A draft of the legal covenant for 
the road has been presented to the 
planning board by attorney Steve 
Mastrovich, and the board is now 
reviewing the agreement with help 
from town counsel. 

JDC's plan to buy the Cole land 
on North Street fell through, and 
current plans call for shittigié th 
road to the north of the Raytheon 
entrance. Originally, JDC planned 
to puta traffic light at the Raytheon 
entrance, thereby easing the flow of 
traffic on North Street. 

‘The far end of the road, on Route 
133, also has problems. 

State Rep. James Miceli this week 
said that connecting the road to the 
Interstate on-ramp is not going as

smoothly as hoped. Working with 
the federal government on anything 
project is always slow, he said. 

Miceli said that state DPW Com- 
missioner Jane Garvey will visit the 
site in the near future, “to get a feel 
for what's going on up there.” 

Yet another snag is the wetlands 
‘on the JDC land, and the way the 
Tewksbury Conservation Commis- 
sion is dealing with the issue. 

The land, though made up of five 
parcels each with the required size 
and frontage for separate lots, is 
being treated by conservation as a 
single property, according to Bob 
LeCourse, an engineer with GHR 
Engineering Associates of Lexing- 
ton. If treated separately, each of 
the three proposed properties will 
require less that 5,000 square feet 
of wetlands filling each. But if all 
34 acres are taken together, he said, 
the amount of wetlands to be filled 
would require an Environmental 
Impact Report, which would cause 
additional delays. 

A joint meeting between the 
conservation commission and the 
planning board is being held this 
Thursday, to iron out differences 
between the two boards. 

LeCourse also gave the board a 
six-inch stack of reports, which he 
said had been requested by Mike 
Herlihy, an engineer for the town's 
consulting firm of The BSC Group. 

LeCourse said that Herlihy had 
requested a full wetlands appraisal 
of the 400 or so acres across 
Andover Street from the JDC 
property, based upon future devel- 
opment of all the land in question. 
Herlihy then wanted the survey 
done with a different type of 
computer software, LeCourse said, 
which caused additional delays. The 
planning board agreed that enough 
had been done, and LeCourse was 
ordered not go provide anything 
else to Herlihy. 

Another question concerns the 
road plans themselves, Since the lot 
is broken into fivg parcels, and the 
goad js shown as a separate entity 

Aba uti ai rheplabning board 
this weck od if the road had to be 
treated as a sixth lot. The board was 
told by the JDC attorney that the 
road could legally be kept apart 
from the industrial properties. 

The road, which has not yet been 
named, has been a rocky one indeed 
for the town, state, federal, private 
and consulting agencies involved. 

And the end is not yet in sight.

Conmuorene 
of Agfa-Gevaert

‘Compugraphic Corporation (CG) 
which began in. 1960 as a public 
company has been for 28 years a 
major force in graphic arts and 
publishing industry, according to 
Cindy Strousse, manager of 
Consultant Relations at Compu- 
graphic headquarters on Ballard- 
vale Street in Wilmington. 

However CG became a private 
company since last June when they 
merged with Agfa Gevaert, a grap- 
hic arts company in Ridgefield, 
New Jersey and a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Agfa-Gevaert in 
Belgium. Bayer AG of West Ger- 
many is in tum the parent company 
of Agfa-Gevaert in Belgium. Also, 
two weeks ago, Matrix Corporation 
merged with Compugraphic and 
Agfa-Gevacrt. Matrix, out of 
Orangeburg, New York, is a 
producer of electronic systems for 
medical diagnostic imaging. "The 
three companies will be called Agfa 
Corporation as of January 1, 1989 
and will have joined sales of $1 
billion,” said Strousse. Agfa Cor- 
poration will be a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Baycr USA in 
Pittsburgh which is the U.S. 
management holding company of 
Bayer AG in West Germany. 
"For the past seven ycars Agfa 
Gevaert has owned a majority of 
the stock. They owned'83 percent 
and thea they purchased: the 
remainder of stock so now Agfa 
‘owns Compugrahic," said Strouse. 

Also. Carl E. Dantas, Compu- 
graphic's president and CEO has 
chosen to resign from the company 
in January. 
Compugraphic has also had a 
number of layoffs in the recent 
months. The total number of 
layoffs in August was 320 
according to Strousse. There were 
220 layoffs in all positions at 
Compugraphic in Massachusetts 
including facilities in Haverhill

and facilities in Wilmington. 

The reason for the cutbacks in 
jobs was completely independent of 
the merger according to Strouse. 
"The layoff cutback was to make 
our (Compugrahic's) expenses in 
line with our sales,” she said. 

Strousse also said that she 
"doesn't anticipate any layoffs in 
the near future since Compu- 
graphic attended the Seybold 
Desktop Publishing Conference last 
week in California and di ssed 
their new line of products. Now 
that we've announced these new 
products we're anticipating a good 
quarter," said Strousse. The 
products are a response for 
customer needs and the growing 


market (for computer publishing 
systems), she added. 

Among the products discussed at 
the conference in Santa Clara, 
California were Agfa printers and 
scanners that were onlly available 
in Europe but are now soon to be 
introduced in the United States. 
Also Compugraphic announced the 
unveiling of four new volumes of 
CG Type (Compugraphic typeface) 
for the Macintosh. These will be 
available at the end of this month. 

Strousse said, "Compugraphic 
will still be in Wilmington and will 
keep the name of Compugraphic as 
far as we know." These issues will 
be evaluated more in the next three 
months at administrative functions 
in New Jersey. 


State to cut back operation 
of Fuel Assistance Program 


The State Office of Fucl 
Assistance has announced that the 
State's Fuel Assistance Program 
will be shortened by two (2) 
months this winter and will operate 
between November 1, 1988 and 
March 31, 1989. Benefit levels for 
eligible applicants will be reduced, 
and several other changes in the 
operation of the program will be 
implemented because of a cutback 
in Federal funds for the program 
which could be as high as 
$18,000,000 statewide. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ 
support of the program has not 
been cut at all. 

Gerald Robinson, Energy 
Director of the local Fuel 
Assistance Program at Community 
Teamwork, Inc., has explained that 
Community Teamwork is taking 
several steps to try to assure that the 
Program will continue to reach as 
many qualificd low-income 


homeowners, renters and elderly 
citizens as possible. "We plan to 
take as many applications as we can 
by mail prior to the November 1st 
start-up date for persons enrolled 
in the Program in previous years 
who have a fixed income. Persons 
fitting this description should be 
watching for mail from us starting 
in late September," said Robinson. 
Fixed incomes are bene its received 
from government programs such as 
Social Security, SSI and AFDC. 
Robinson also noted that 
Community Teamwork will be 
holding orientation meetings to 
explain Fucl Assistance changes to 
fuel suppliers, and he urges them to 
attend, One significant change will 
be the elimination of the bulk oil 
program sponsored by the Citizen's 
Energy Corp. in prior years, 
Citizen's contract to purchase oil 
was cancelled under new 
regulations of the government of 
Nigeria.

Electronics, microwave

Shawsheen Tech receives 
grant for graduates

School officials at Shawsheen 
Tech anticipate receipt of a $53,000 
grant to train local high school

The Division of Occupational 
Education of the state education 
department recommended approval 
of the grant, which will allow the 
school to train persons without 
employable skills in their program. 

John McDermott, the Tech's 
Assistant Supt/Director for Com- 
munity Affairs, was instrumental in 
drawing up the one year diesel 
mechanics curriculum and applying 
for the funds.

gardening

The six months of spring and 
summer have slipped by and the 
rake, shovel and other gardening 
tools are put away until next 
March. 

Is it just me, or are the weeks and 
months speeding by much faster 
than they used to? It scems as 
though only two or three weeks 
have passed since we were turning 
the soil to plant peas and onion sets. 
And before we know it, March will 
be here again and the gardening 
process begins ancw, hopefully 
with better results in 1989. 

There is a special sense of 
accomplishment which goes along 
with starting flowers and 
vegetables from seed. Most home 
gardeners have gotten away froin 
this practice, since the gardcn 
centers do such a gree’ job of 
sugplying us with well started 
plants at reasonable prices. I enjoy 
using a three by six foot coldframe 
in April and May, because there are 
certain flowers (especially border 
marigolds) and vegetables, which I 
want to plant a lot of, and this is an 
inexpensive way to complete this 
job. A cold frame enables us to start 
the gardening scason late in March, 
as opposed to early in May with the 
tender (frost non-resistant) plants. 
The function of a coldframe is to 
enable us to protcct started 
seedlings from frost kill by 
utilizing plastic or glass. 

‘Then about mid May, the four to 


six inch plants are moved out into 
the main garden when there is little 
chance of another frost. 

I am not a carpenter by any 
means, but I have had no trouble 
constructing a simple coldframe 
for less than $15. By treating the 
wood with a preservative, the 
frame will last {OP a dozen years 
before it needs replacing. 

Next spring when this column 
resumes, we will start the new 
season by constructing a coldframe 
to start some flower and vegetable 
seeds. 

Next, we will take two columns to 
plant an asparagus bed, something 
every gardener should do at least 
once in his or her lifetime. A well 
planted asparagus bed will provide 
a May and June harvest for 25 to 30 
years, with little tending along the 
way. 

Mid April, I shall engage 
whatever powers of persuasiveness 
I may have in an effort to spark 
some interest in peas. Too few 
gardeners plant peas, feeling they 
are not worth the bother. Once you 
have tasted fresh garden peas, 
which are light years removed in 
taste and texture from canned peas, 
you will be hooked for life. More 
on that when we reconvene next 
year. 

I want to thank my readers for 
their interest and responsiveness 
this summer and I'm already 
looking forward to starting all over 
again in six months.

Of all the outdoors types I've met 

in my travels, and there have been a 

few, I've never met anyone quite 
like Stewart C. Caldwell. 

Stewie is the only guy I know who

A half mile latcr, somebody asked 
Stewie what he had in the sack. 
“Rattlesnakes,” he replied calmly. 
All four doors of the truck flew 
open and everybody bailed out. Oh 
yes, there were indeed three Great 
Basin rattlers in the bag. Without a 
word he got in the front scat and 
drove, and the others hiked back. 
Once, we went backpacking in the 
mountains above Causey Reservoir 
in Utah. We took a canoe across the 
big reservoir, stashed it, then hiked 
up a stream nearby. Rough hike. 
After spending a night beside the 
stream, we decided to take the ‘high 
road’ back the following moming, 
hiking straight up the steep hillside 
then following the ridgeline back 
down to the canoe. The ridge was 
clear of brush, unlike the stream, 
and made for much easier walking. 
Around sunset, still on top of the 
ridgeline, I had a rattlesnake "go 
off” next to my ankle. The noise of 
an angry rattler is something you'll 
never forget, and it's scary as hell 
Once 1 landed again, I drew my 
pistol and tried to take aim at the 
rattler. Stew'stcpped in my way so 
T held my fire, and 1 still have a 
vivid mental picture of what he did.

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viper was still unaer the rock! At 
any time the reptile could have 
swung around and bit him, but 
luckily it didn't, We were a long 
helicopter ride from nowhere in 
particular, 

Stewie couldn't get the snake out 
from under the rock and finally 
released it, so I just holstered the 
pistol and called it a draw. He never 
told me why he was tying to pull 
the snake’ out from under the rock. 

While New England has a history 
of minutemen and muskets, Utah 
instead has its Mountain Men, 

Every year, somewhere in one of 
the mountain states, there is a 
“Rendezvous” for those mountain 
men who were born too late to do it 
for real. Stew is one of them. (A 
mountain man rendezvous is really 
just an excuse for drinking whiskey 
all night from a clay jug, but who 
cares? They have fun.) 


Only instead of dressing like a 
mountain man and carrying an old 
flinulock, Stewie dresses up in full 
Indian regalia, from head to toc. 
Furs and animal heads, claws and 
talons -- the whole nine yards. His 
picture appeared in the Denver Post 
in full regalia,.with a badger skull 
on his forehead. 

In fact, Stewie is one of the few 
people in North America who can 
make his own arrows from scratch. 

When I was working as an intern 
student for the Ogden Standard- 

miner, I did a story about 
Stewie and his "flint-knapping,” or 
the art of turning natural stone into 
arrowheads. Yeah, he docs. 

Stew starts with a chunk of black 
obsidian, a glass-like stone Icft 
behind by a volcano. Once he chips 
off a suitable piece and shapes it 
with a few well-placed whacks with 
anormal rock, he then sharpens the 
edge with a deer antler by chipping 
away tiny bits, leaving a scalloped 
edge. The finished arrowhead has 
an edge that will slice your hand to 
ribbons if you aren't careful. 

“All that my arrowheads lack is 
antiquity,” he once told me, and his 
work is indeed tough to tcll from 
the real arrowheads found out west.

Going even further; Stew now 
cuts and whittles his own wooden 
shafts, and uses deer sinews to put 
feathers and his own arrowheads in 
place. Last I heard he was selling 
his complete arrows in shopping 
malls in Utah, Modem antiques. 

Another one of Stewie's traits is 
his knowledge of edible plants. On 
one camping trip he disappeared 
for a few hours, while 1 worked 
over a nearby stream for the small 
native trout swimming there. 

Around sunset he returned with a 
hat full of acom-sized "corms" he 
had dug up nearby. The dirty litle 
berries were actually the root of a 
local flower called a Spring Beauty. 
We boiled the roots and sprinkled 
them with salt, and ate them along 
with fresh trout on a stick. I can't 
remember a better meal in my life. 
The little roots tasted better than 
any spring potatoes I've ever eaten, 
and the trout were terrific, too, 

I could tell Stewie storics all day, 
like the time we got six inches of 
snow while camping in August in 
the Uintah Mountains. Yes, snow in 
August. Damn near froze that time. 

Or the time we were hiking along 
the edge of a cracked snow comice 
one May. The snow was about to 
break loose in an avalanche down 
the side of the Wasatch Mountains, 
and we quickened our pace when 
we saw the cracks. 

Or Stewie's way of hunting carp 
in the marshes along the western 
edge of Ogden, Utah -- he wades in 
up to his armpits and spears them 
with a ten-foot spiked pole. 

Sad to say, there aren't many like 
Stewic these days. He's one of a 
kind, and I'll have to give him a call 
someday soon. 

Boy, is he fun on a camping trip.

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Popular Shriners Rodeo on October 13-16 


Picture yourself sitting atop 
nearly a ton of spring-loaded 
muscle and snorting meanness 
in a confining chute that feels 
about as big as a refrigerator 
box. There is a tense moment of 
calm, the chute gate flies open 
and for eight heart-stopping, 
body-jarring seconds all you can 
think about is to hang on and live 
to tell about it. 

Whether you pronounce it “‘ro- 
day-o” or “‘ro-dee-o” (both are 
correct), the sport is the same 
and it is a part of our American 
heritage. 

Rodeo is a dangerous sport. 
Cowboys are pitting their 
strength and skill against the 
brute strength and trickiness of 
the animals they work with in 
the arena. Many times the 
animal wins, and it is hard to 
find a cowboy who is not an 
exhibit of the doctor's and 
surgeon’s skill in patching up 
injuries. But these same 
cowboys are back in the arena 
as soon as, or before, they have 
their doctor's consent. Once 
rodeo gets into a cowboy’s blood 
it is there to stay. 

You can see this blend of 
courage, ingenuity and skills 
that are as much a part of a 
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cowboy’s life today as they were 
in the early west at the Shriners 
Championship Rodeo October 13 
through 16 at the Shriners 
Auditorium in Wilmington. 


Shriner Eugene Capobianco, 
this year's rodeo chairman, 
says “The annual Shriners 
Championship Rodeo gets 
bigger and better each year. We 
expect well over 200 
professional cowboys and 
cowgirls from across the U.S. 
and Canada to compete this 
year. During the rodeo our back 
lot looks like a huge cam-

from as far as Oregon and 
British Columbia.” 

“The animals are professional 
athletes in their own right,” 
says stock contractor Andy 
Camputaro who, with his wife 
Jeri, runs the Double R 
Championship Rodeo from their 
55-acre farm in Catskill, N.Y. 


Returning to the Shriners 
Rodeo for the 10th consecutive 
year, Camputaro says the two 
most often asked questions are, 
how does one get the wild broncs 
and Brahma bulls to buck, and 
how humanely are the animals 
treated. 
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“The broncs and Brahma 
bulls you see making misery for 
the cowboys in the arena are not 
trained to buck. Bucking is 
hereditary. Good rodeo horses 
can be bred and raised just like 
race horses or fine carriage 
horses. The way the animals act 
is their own temperament. 

“The humane treatment of 
livestock,"’ continued Cam- 
putaro, ‘is one of the most 
misunderstood aspects of any 
professional rodeo. Anyone who 
has ever worked with livestock
